Edmonton's new city counci] had the 
very great satisfaction at its first meeting 
of accepting an offer which winds up the 
operation of refinancing the entire bonded 
debt of the city.

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Why Are They Refugees? 


The chairman of President Truman's 
advisory committee on political refugees 
said at Montreal that Canada and the 
United States should open their doors to 
many of these homeless people in Europe. 
The Christian nations, he added, have a 
particular responsibility toward the Jew- 
ish refugees in central Europe “because in 
1938 and 1939 these nations had not heeded 
the warnings and taken a stand against the 
Nazis then”. 

Just to keep the record straight; some 
of these nations did take a stand against 
Hitlerism in 1939. France was knocked out 
for doing so, and Britain came so near to 
being knocked out that the fate of the 
world hung in the balance until Russia and 
the United States were drawn into the 
fight by overt acts of aggression against 
themselves. This has nothing to do with 
the immigration question, but it is not a 
fact to be tossed aside for purposes of 
rhetoric. 

Undoubtedly Canada should adopt a 
liberal but selective immigration policy to- 
ward the refugees in Europe. That for 
humane reasons, but also because there is 
room and opportunity here which they are 
wel] qualified to make good use of, to their 
own advantage and that of the country. 

But there is one point not to be over- 
looked. These people are refugees because 
the Nazis made them s0. They were 
robbed, tortured and driven from their 
homes as a matter of political policy, not 
by the unavoidable exigencies of war. 
Those who robbed them should be com- 
pelled to make restitution. And if any of 
the refugees want to go back and live 
where they lived before this outrage was 
inflicted upon them, they should be told 
they can go back, re-possess their pro- 
perty and dwell there all their days under 
the protection of the United Nations 

Unless that is done, Hitlerism will ac- 
complish what it set out to do—to anni- 
hilate or drive out Jewish and other non-

Trees and More Trees 


Things being as they are, when anyone 
speaks of a tree the hearers think of some- 
thing that can be cut down, sawn into 
lumber, and converted into a house 

But trees have other uses, as the 
northern Alberta branch of the Canadian 
Forestry Association plans to call to public 
attention—forcefully and persistently, it 
is to be hoped. At their conference here 
last week the Association members gave 
thought mainly to trees as things to be 
kept alive, not to be cut down. 

The conferees were thinking of the 


j 


watershed which feeds the streams flow- 
ing eastward across the plains, carrying 
moisture where else there would be little, 
and offering the opportunity to irrigate 
dry areas and make them productive or 
more productive. The value of that water- 
shed lies very largely in the fact that it is 
clothed with trees. 

Uniess it is kept treed, rainfall will 
probably grow scantier, the run-off when 
the summer sun thaws the winter snow 
in the mountains will leave little reserve in 
the foot-hill reservoir, there will be soil 
erosion on a serious Scale, the opportunity 
to create extensive irrigation schemes will 
be gone. 

The subject is not new, nor are these 
reasons why the forest belt should be 
preserved along the foot-hills strange. 
They have been stated before, often by 
specially qualified authorities. 

Nor is it new that farming would be 
better assured and more uniformly suc- 
cessful if wood-lots and shelter-belts were 
maintained far out. on the plains. This, 
too, has been emphasized by experts, by 
public officials, by the newspapers, for 
many years. 

But forestry has not gained the place 
it should hold in the estimation of the 
western public, nor have forestry policies 
been developed on the systematic lines 
adopted in older countries. This is one of 
the constructive undertakings which 
should have place in the plans of provin- 
cial and federal authorities, 

It is to be hoped the Forestry Associa- 
tion will put plenty of energy into its pub- 
licity campaign, and that it will meet with 
early and complete success. This western 
country needs tres, on the watershed and 
on the prairies, not only for the use that 
can be made of them when they reach 
maturity, but for the helpful influence 
they exert while they grow upon moisture 
conditions, climate = soil fertility.

Mr. Wallace's recipe is the or-| 
thodex American way of free enter- 
prise plus such compensatory | 
assistance from the government as | 
may be needed.

It declares that “every- 
one seeking work has the right of 
useful, regular and full employ- 
ment.” Then it adds—and here is 
where the recipe begins to fail— 
that the final responsibility rests 
with the government “so far as pri- 
vate, state and municipal enterprise 
falls short thereof.” Chambers of 
commerce and manufacturers’ as- 
sociations in the United States and 
Canada have little objection to this 
proposal to temper the wind to 
their shorn lambs, but as between 
full employment as proposed by 
the Murray bill and Mr. Wallace 
and what they cal! “our democratic 
way of life.” they would much pre- 
fer the latter, no matter bow many 
men walk the streets.

MR. WALLACE CALLS his plan 
The Framework of Freedom. He 
says: “From the very birthday of our 
nation the primary requirement in 
the relationship between the po- 
litical and economic systems has 
been this: how to work out methods 
by which an ounce of government 
stimulation, or an qunce of govern- 
ment participation, would result in 
a pound of private initiative. and 
enterprise.” But Mr. Wallace knows 
—nobody knows better—that this 
formula has never in the past re- 
sulted in full employment except 
in war time. The New Republic 
prints a chart illustrating by curves 
below and above the norma! line, 
America’s business from 1869 to 
1945.

to Give Newcomers Proper

From the Vancouver Province 


Canadian citizenship and Cana- 
dian nationality have, in the past, 
been indefinite things governed by 
several acts. A new piece of legisla- 
tion, in the House of Commons, is 
designed to define Canadian citizen- 
| ship as completely as it can be 
| defined. 

A Canadian citizen, in the future, 
is to be: 
| 1. A person born in Canada or 
on a Canadian ship or of Canadian 
| parents abroad. 
| 2. A foreign-born person who has 
| been naturalized in Canada. 
| 3. A British subject, not born in 
| Canada, who has resided five years 
in the Dominion 
| The Canadian will still be a 
| British subject, but if he applies for 
| a passport he will be described on 
it as a Canadian 
| The defining of Canadian citizen- 
| ship is no simple matter. It is 
| 


complicated by international ques- 
|tions and by our membership in 
lthe British Commonwealth. Hon. 
Paul Martin, father of the new bill, 
| has done his best, but there seem 
to remain some anomalies. 

| If Canadian citizenship is to be 
}the thing it ought to be every 
| Canadian should be on exactly the 
same basis so far as rights, privi- 
| leges and duties are concerned. The 
| new act does not establish any level 
}of this sort. There will still be, 
| as there are now, several classes of 
| citizens. 

| The naturalized citizen will still 
| be required, if he goes abroad and 
remains there over a period of 
| years, to keep his citizenship alive 
|} by reporting periodically his in- 
| tention of remaining a Canadian 
citizen. This is probably fair 
| enough from one point of view. But

The mission was near Shangjao 
in Kiangsi province, but the school 


which Phillip was attending was 
at Chefoo in Shantung province,
